WHEAT IN STATE 


Washington, April 13 (AP).—The 
Agricultural Adjustment adm inistra­ 
tion today announced a wheat allot­ 
ment of 873,098 acres for Pennsyl­ 
vania under the 1938 farm program. 
The allotments there and other 
states will serve as the basis for pay­ 
ments to wheat growers from the 
$500,000,000 soil conservation fund 
Congress is authorized to appro­ 
priate. 
The national allotment, established 
in the new farm act, is 62,500,000 
acres. It compares with an average 
of 70,868.920 acres seeded to wheat 
and diverted from the grain in the 
1928-37 period. 
The argest state allotment, 12.519,- 
879 acres, went to Kansas. 
The state allotments will be broken 
down among counties and individual 
fanners under a formula set up in 
the farm act. Growers who planted 
within their allotments will be eli­ 
gible for benefit payments at the rate 
of 12 cents a bushel on the normal

LONDON CABINET 
APPROVES PACT 
WITH ITALIANS 


(By Th*' Associated Pre*s) 
Great Britain and France, Europe's 
democratic partners, both surveyed 
Europe’s turmoil today from new 
positions of strength. 
Tile British cabinet gave approval 
to the friendship pact which Prime 
Minister Neville Chamberlain has 
engineered with Italy and which, it 
has been indicated, will be signed 
Saturday. 
Premier Edouard Daladier’s “n a­ 
tional defense" ministry in France 
swiftly accomplished two objectives 
to increase security: 
1. It won power to govern French 
economy until July 31 by decree, re­ 
ceiving an overwhelming 508 to 12 
vote in the Chamber of Deputies. 
Temporarily, at least, the political 
rivalries that swept out Leon Blum’s 
People’s Front 
Government were 
submerged. 
2. It settled strikes that had been 
crippling French military aviation 
preparations and apparently was 
nearing success in negotiations to 
end other strikes in the metallurgical 
industry 
in 
which about 125.000 
workers still were occupying their 
plants. 
Chamberlain’s “personal touch" to 
tile sealing of a new British-Italian 
accord, his dispatch of W ar Secrecy ) 
Leslie Hore-Belisha to confer with 
Premier Benito Mussolini in Rome 
April 23, also was approved by the 
British cabinet. 
Political commentators attached 
great significance to the talks be­ 
tween ll Duce and the minister re­ 
sponsible for “streamlining’’ Britain’s 
army. 
The News Chronicle said 
Hore-Belisha’s job would be "to com­ 
pete in blandishments" with Reichs- 
fuehrer Hitler, who will visit Italy 
early in May. 
The Spanish and Chinese war- 
fronts remained virtually unchanged. 
Spanish 
Insurgents have 
blasted 
their wray through the Government’s 
last mountain defenses on the south­ 
ern sector of the Catalan front but 
elsewhere, northward to the French 
frontier, they appeared checked. 
Chinese, employing European mili­ 
tary tactics with increasing skill and 
frequently using American and Euro­ 
pean war material, have stalled the 
Japanese war machine on the central 
China front. 
A stream of Japanese re-inforce- 
ments probably means a drive to 
break 
the 
deadlock in 
southern 
Shantung province. 
But factors in 
Chinese favor—numbers, geographi­ 
cal position and 
improvement in 
strategy and the training of soldiers 
—steadily are increasing.
